Draft Terms of Reference for a Joint SIC-EIC Ad Hoc 
Computer Working Group were reviewed and discussed. The Chairman 
introduced the draft by stating that in his opinion the scope of 
the problem should encompass the entire field and therefore it 
would have to include the economic aspects. As such, he favored 
making the Group a joint SIC-EIC endeavor. While DIA Navy and 
Army had misgivings about the dual responsibility of such a 
group, the State member as one of the consumers of such intel- 
ligence preferred a single group with the broad scope. The draft 
terms were finally agreed upon subject to EIC approval. The DIA 
member withheld his approval until he had more time to discuss 
it within DIA.
